(J. S., Britain 
To Show Power 
In Mediterranean 


Seek to Prevent 
War Between 
Arabs, Israel 


LONDON HP)—The United States 
and Britain have agreed on a show 
of force in the eastern Mediter­ 
ranean to prevent a threatened 
war between Israel and its Arab 
neighbors, informed sources said 
today. 
Diplomatic sources said the tip­ 
off came when the United States 
announced it was sending 1,800 
U. S. Marines into the area at a 
time when Britain was reinforcing 
its Cyprus garrison with troops 
who could be flown to the Middle 
East in a matter of an hour or so. 
Informed sources said the United 
States still was balking at Britain’s 
request it join the Baghdad Pact 
to reinforce the Western position 
in the Middle East but that move­ 
ment of the Marines to the U. S. 
Mediterranean fleet was a pointed 
gesture—if a partial one. 
Prime Minister Anthony Eden 
called his cabinet into emergency 
session today to study growing 
demands for firm British action in 
the area and his request to the 
United Stares for help in prevent­ 
ing war. 
Eden still needed some stronger 
sign from Washington to bail him 
out of political hot water at home. 
The Principal Developments 
Though Washington still had not 
answered Eden’s latest SOS, talks 
concerning the future of the Mid­ 
dle East were underway in Cairo 
among the Arab nations, in the 


I United Nations, in Karachi, Pakis­ 
tan, in Washington and in London. 
These were the principal devel­ 
opments: 
1. Israel was reported delaying 
a demand for United Nations Se­ 
curity Council action on the Mid­ 
dle East crisis for fear the Soviet 
would veto any action against the 
Arab states. 
2. Behind-the-scenes negotiations 
were reported in progress at the 
United Nations to create a de­ 
militarized zone 
between Israel 
and its Arab neighbors to widen 
the shooting distance. 
3. T^e United States was report 
ed applying pressure on the Arab 
states to accept the Jordan valley 
development plan as a way to ease 
the Arab refugee 
problem and 
avoid more trouble with Israel. 
Cairo “Summit” Conference 
4. King Hussein of Jordan told 
wildly cheering throngs at Nablus. 
30 miles north of Jerusalem, that 
“the future is ours” following the 
ouster of Lt. Gen. John Glubb 
Pasha and “ we shall regain what 
was lost (to Israel) of our beloved 
fatherland with God’s help.” 
5. Egypt, Syria and Saudi Ara­ 
bia, holding a “summit” confer­ 
ence of their heads of state in 
Cairo, adooted a more belligerent 
stand toward the West today and 
considered measures against West- 
era nations supplying Israel with | 
arms and men. 
6 The shah of Iran, a member 
of the Bagndad Pact, arrived in 
Karachi, Pakistan, and scheduled 
immediate conferences with Sec­ 
retary of Slate John Foster Dulles 
and British Foreign Secretary Se} 
wyn Lloyd on the Middle East en- 
sis7. Jordan 
Ambassador 
Yusef j 
Haikai paid a surprise visit to the 
Foreign Office this morning. 
A 
Foreign 
Office 
spokesman con 
firmed later that Jordan has asked 
Britain to reconsider its recall of 
15 key British officers now serving 
in the Arab Legion. “This will be 
examined,” he said. 
Eden won a vt>te of confidence 
in the House of Commons Wednes­ 
day night oh his Mid East policy, 
but he was greeted by a storm of 
jeering from the Laborite opposi­ 
tion and repeated cries of “re­ 
sign ! * 
The outburst against Eden was 
one of the noisiest and most hos­ 
tile against a prime minister since 
Neville Chamberlain came under 
attacK for his Munich agreements 
more than 16 years ago.

White House Denies Sparkman 
Charge Ike Delegates His Duties 


WASHINGTON (lf — The White 
House said today that President 
Eisenhower 
“certainly 
has 
not 
delegated any of his constitutional 
duties” to subordinates. 
The statement was 
made 
in 
reply to Sen. John J. Sparkman’s 
charge Wednesday night that Mr. 
Eisenhower would be delegating 
the 
“presidency 
itself” if 
he 
served another term under 
con­ 
ditions he laid down last week. 
Sparkman, 
Alabama Democrat 
who was vice presidential candi 
date in 1952, said Mr. Eisenhower 
is working only a 35 to 40 hour 
week now compared with the 60 
hours he devoted 
to 
the affairs 
of state before his heart attack. 
The people will not re-elect “a 
part-time president to deal with 
full - time problems,” 
Sparkman 
said 
in a nationwide 
political 
broadcast. The broadacst was the 
Democrats’ “reply” to Mr. Eisen­ 
hower’s radio-TV speech 
of last 
week explaining his decision 
to 
seek a second term. 
Reduces Social Activities 
Asst. White House Press Secre 
(ary Murray Snyder, commenting 
on the Sparkman speech, said: 
“ I 
think the President very clearly 
stated last Wednesday and yester­ 
day the distinction between 
his 
constitutional duties and his hospi­ 
tality functions, the latter being 
the department in which he has 
reduced his activities.” 
“He certainly has not^delegated 
his constitutional duties,” Snyder 
said. 
“I don't think the senator would 
measure his own services by the 
number of hours he puts in on the 
floor or in his office or by 
the 
number of constituent visitors he 
receives.” 


Sparkman spoke over the Mutual 
Broadcasting System, the only net­ 
work giving the Democrats equal 
4 time to answer Mr. Eisenhower. 
The other networks argued that 
Mr. Eisenhower spoke only as a 
■ candidate for the Republican nom­ 
ination and not against the Demo­ 
crats. 
Sparkman said that “if a full 
measure of health is ever needed 
anywhere, it is needed in the White 
House.” 
He said that re-electing Mr. Eis­ 
enhower as a “part-time president” 
would weaken the presidency it­ 
self. He pointed out that Mr. Eis-1 
enhower already has said he would 
hand over “to his associates func­ 
tions which lie at the very core of 
the presidency, and which, under 
the Constitution, cannot be dele­ 
gated to non-elected subordinates 
of the president.” 
Sparkman also said that despite 
White House claims Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er has not returned to “full-time 
. . . command" since his heart at­ 
tack. 
He said Mr. Eisenhower’s “iso­ 
lation from the stream of events” 
had been reflected in administra­ 
tion “indecision” on Middle East 
policy, the farm and defense crises, 
in meeting Russia's new “economic 
offensive" and in Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles* “brink of war 
misadventure.”

WASHINGTON ‘IP—Officials dis­ 
closed toda> that Western powers 
are thinking 
about 
asking the 
Unite:! Nations Security Connell to 
adopt a formal resolution demand­ 
ing that Israel and the Arabs keep 
the peace in the Middle East. 
The move would be in line with 
President Eisenhower’s plea Wed­ 
nesday 
for “urgent and eairly” 
U. N. action to prevent the Arab- 
Israeli dispute from blowing up 
into a full-scale war. 
A Security 
Council 
resolution 
presumably would carry at least 
an implied threat that U. N. sanc­ 
tions would he imposed cm any 
nation violating the Middle East 
peace. 
Officials said the United States, 
Britain and France are giving the 
Security Council more active con­ 
sideration 
But they emptasised 
that Russia can always wield its 
veto in the council. 
Meanwhile, there were reports 
from London that the United Slates 
and Britain have agreed to make 
a show of force in the eastern 
Mediterranean to underline their 
determination to prevent a full- 
fledged war. 
London sources said the tipoff 
on th- strategy was the announce­ 
ment that a battalion of U. S. Ma­ 
rines will be shipped to the Metf- 
i iterranean next week to “train” 
with the U. S. 6th Fleet. 
The U S. Navy, however, insist­ 
ed in a statement here today that 
the assignment had nothing to do 
with the Middle Eastern crisis. It 
said the move was strictly part 
of a routine “periodic deployment” 
of forces for training and partici­ 
pation in North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization exercises. 
Despite the official disclaimers, 
diplomats here generally interpret­ 
ed the Marine deployment as a 
frank w arning to both sides of the 
Middle East dispute to keep the 
peace. 
They said the move cer­ 
tainly was approved by the State 
Department.

didn’t seem to hurt the taste of 
the water but they weren’t nice to 
look at. 
Diet-Improving Worms 
Dr. Max Sutter of 
the 
State 
Water Division Survey figured the 
worms were larvae of the midge- 
fly. 
He assured residents they 
were harmless and would prob­ 
ably beef up the protein quantity 
of their diet. 
The rat like creatures were more 
serious. 
They 
are three 
times 
bigger than a normal rat, police 
reported, 
measure 
almost two 


feet long, and appear to be a cross 
between a rat and a muskrat.

Protection 
To Pakistan 


KARACHI, Pakistan (IP — The 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organiza­ 
tion today gave Pakistan formal 
protection against 
Afghanistan’s 
Soviet-backed claims to part of 
Pakistan’s northern border terri­ 
tory. 
The decision was announced in 
the official conference communi­ 
que which wound up three days 
of meetings of SEATO’s Council 
of Ministers. 
The

shortly after U. S. Secretary 
of 
State John Foster* Dulles told the 
conference that a strong strategic 
striking force was the basis 
of 
America’s new Asian d e f e n s e 
plans. 
Pakistan was given formal pro­ 
tection by extending the SEATO 
defense line to the so-called Dur­ 
and Line border between it and 
Afghanistan. 
The Durand Line was drawn up 
by India in 1893 when Afghanistan 
tried 
to push its borders 
into 
sparsely settled Indian territory. 
The line at that time defined the 
authority of the emir of Afghanis­ 


tan on his eastern and southern 
I borders. 
D’^ e s said the United States 
'plan also called for three of the 
‘Asian members of 
the

organization to build up a "strong 
and indigenous" 
force able 
to 
r e s i s t 
aggression, conference 
sources said. 
The sources said Dulles outlined 
the simple two-point defense plan 
in this morning’s secret session 
during which he told the SEATO

Influenza Vaccine 
Still Being Sought 


FORT DIX, N. J. — (IP — A 
team of soldier 
;1 civilian medi­ 
cal experts is quietly but busily 
waging war here against univer­ 
sally dreaded influenza. 
The commission is jointly super­ 
vised by Dr. Harry Rose, virus ex­ 
pert of Columbia University, and 
Lt. Col. Joseph W. Cooch, chief of 
the Fort Dix medical center. 
The group, now in its fifth year 
of a quest for an effective “flu” 
vaccine, once was headed by Dr. 
Jonas Salk, who turned the task 
over to Dr. Rose in 1954 to con­ 
centrate on polio vaccine. 
Trials with the vaccine utilize 
recruits of the 69th Infantry Divi­ 
sion, since the soldiers can be con­ 
trolled strictly and observed as a 
group 
during 
their 
eight-week 
basic training period. 
The trials lead off with a series 
of serology tests on more than 600 
recruits. After the blood samples 
are 
checked to 
determine each 
soldier’s degree of immunity, each 
trainee is inoculated with one pf 
three solutions—a short or long- 
acting vaccine, or an effective 
“dummy” shot of saline solution. 
Blood samples then are taken 
again and sent to Columbia Uni­ 
versity laboratories for compari­ 
son 
with 
the first 
samples 
to 
measure effectiveness and poten­ 
cy of the different vaccines. 
Colonel Cooch said this method 
was repeated two or more times 
during the 
trainee's eight-week 
basic period “to get as complete a 
picture as possible of the long and 
short-acting vaccines.” 
He added, however, that 
the 
“only actual method of testing the 
vaccines will be when cases of in­ 
fluenza appear among Dix train­ 
ees.” 
He 
attributed 
a low incidence 
rate of influenza 
at the post 
in 
recent years to a low incidence in 
the civilian population.

It Is apparently Impossible to im­ 
press some motorists with tho dan­ 
gers they face when they cross a 
railroad track when either a flag* 
man or a mechanical or electric 
signal instructs them to come to a 
stop. 
The law states that when a driver 
approaches a clearly visible elec­ 
trical or mechanical signal device 
which warns of the approach of a 
train the driver must stop within 
OO feet but not less than IO from 
the nearest track. 
The motorist 
shall not proceed until ft Is safe to 
do so. 
(Section 83a Uniform Act 
Regulating Traffic.) 


It is also required by law that a 
motorist shall stop and remain 
standing at a grade crossing when 
a crossing gate Is lowered or when 
a flagman gives or continue* to give 
a signal of the approach or passage 
of a train. 
(Section 83b Uniform 
▲ct Regulating Traffic.) 
All motor vehicles carrying pas­ 
sengers for hire and school buses 
carrying any school children must 
stop not less than IO feet from the 
nearest rail when crossing at grade 
any railroad track. Before starting 
up again the driver of any such 
vehicle must listen and look in both 
directions for the approach of any 
train.
